| Roberts Filter Company Renews 
Bond for Successful Operation 
of ‘Filtration Plant 


|INSTALLING SMALL PUMP 


| Sedimentation Tank Would Not 
Hold Sufficient to Carry 
Water by Gravitation 


After waiting nearly a weck to hear 
from. the Roberts Filter’ Company, 
the firm that imstalled Kdmonton’s 
filtration plant, Commissioner, Bouil- 
lon received a telegram from them 
last night, stating that the company 
would be willing to rentw the bond 
that the city holds against them for 
the successful operation of the plant. 

Commissioner Bouillon wired. the 
firm nearly a week Ago, “telling them! 
of the defects in the plant, and asking 
them if they would renew the bond, 
and if ‘they would: send -a represent: 
ative here or whether the city would 
zo ahead and make the necessary re- 
pairs.and charge them up to the com- 
pany. No answer has ‘been ‘received 
to this‘part of the question yet. 

Commissioner — Bouillon explained f 
very fully to a iCapital reporter this 
morning just what was wrong: with 
the filtration plant, and what: was 
being done to put it in working order. 
After several examinations, ‘Mr. Bou- 
illon discovered that not only were 
the ‘filters themselves improperly 
built and clogged up with: cement 
and gravel, but the sedimentation tank 
was also in bad shape. It was found 
that this basin was so vbadly ‘built 
that it was impossible to fill it more 
than half full of water, and so prac- 
tically impossible to get the neces- 
sary head of water ‘to. fill. the filtra- 
tion tanks by gravitation. Therefore, 
a smali pump is being installed, and 
it will pump the water from the sedi: 
mentation basin to the tanks, 

This morning ‘Supt. McNaughton 
of the power house wrote a_ letter 
to Commissioner Bouillon in which | 
he took upon himself the responsi- 
bility for the good behaviour of the 
filtration plant, and declared that te 
could get it in proper svorking order 
within. 96 hours from the time that 
he was told to go ahead. It is felt, 
however, that if Mr, ‘MeNaughton 
devotes his whole attention, to the 
power plant, he will have all his ‘time

INDIAN WORK A FAILURE 


Several Speakers Favored Hand- 
ing Over Educational Work 
to the. Government 


Calgary, June 16.—The largest and 
most important meeting of the synod 
in the history of the diocese of Cal- 
gary was brotight to a close lastnight. 
Yesterday morning’s session was tak- 
en up with the reception and discus- 
sion of the report of the commitice on 
Indian work which was presented by 
Archdeacon Tims. The report pointed 
out the difficulty experienced in car- 
rving on the work by the migrations 
of the Indians from one part of he 
reserve to another. The increased 
earnings of the Indians enables them 
to buy diquor more frequently and} 
horse racing exhibitions, spectacular 
shows, efc., in which they take part 
were no help spiritually or morally. 

The church schools were reported as 
not ina very flourishing financial con- 
dition and the report continued: “It 
seems hopeless to expect a larger 
grant from the government.” ; 

A long discussion followed in which 
some of the speakers advocated a 
more energetic policy in regard to the 
church work among ‘the Indians while 
others favored the abandoning of the 
work of education to the governmen. 

- ' Work Not.a Success 

“We have fallen down in sour Indian 
work,” said “K. H.. Riley, “and. we. 
won't acknowledge it. We are sim: 
ply standing in the way of the gov- 
ernment taking up ‘the work in which 
we fail The position of the wovern- 
ment has been misrepresented, 1 
have discusked the question with 
Hon. Frank Oliver,© who said that 
the department is ready to take over 
the awork, but he «was. tired of- the 
church, coming to chim. with deficits 
every year”

Growth of--Imperial Sentiment 
Opens New Field for Royal 
Activities ;

It Is Expected That King George

London, June 16.—Suggestions are 
made that the king should open the 
Iniperial conference in 1911. 

The Morning Post says: ‘lhe pro- 
posal accords with the present ten- 
dency of imperial thought and ev- 
ents.’ . 

The Times says: “It is hardly open 
to doubt that if it could be found 
possible for the King tu hold courts 
in the capital cities of his various do- 
minions that the effects upon the un- 
ity and solidarity of the Empire would 
be conspicuously . beneficial.”

The executive committee 
was instructed for the future in es- 
timating the amount of the guaran- 
teed annual grants given in aid of 
stipend to take the following as the 
basis) of its computations: For 
priests, $800; deacons, $700; and day 
readers $600 per anum. A resolution 
that in the opinion of the Synod the 
time has arrived for a revision of 
the Book of Common Prayer was 
withdrawn, owing to the lateness of 
the meeting at which it was imro- 
duced.

WORK STILL GOING AHEAD 


Party of Business Men Made a 
Personally Conducted Tour 
of the Grounds 


One building every two and a half 
days. That is the record so far down 
at Exhibition Park. And according 
to Secretary Harrison, strenuous ef- 
forts will be made to keep up the-re- 
cord until all the buildings required 
for this year’s exhibition are com- 
pleted. 

Yesterday aiterioon President A. 
L, Campbeil, and Secretary A. G 
Harrison took a number of promin- 
ent business and professional men 
down to the park on a “personally 
conducted” tour of inspection. And 
everybody expressed their astonish- 
ment at what had already been accom- 
plished and the extensive plans that 
have been Jaid out for tne future. 

A revigw of the work done and con- 
templated for this year shows that 
the Exhibition Association is to be 
congratulated and shouid — receiye 
the suport of the ratepayers next 
Monday when the bylaw for the 
granting additional money for the 
erection of more buildings comes up. 
+ The work already accomplished and 
being done is as follows: 

The 8-foot tight board fence around 
the Exhibition Grounds pioper is com- 
pleted. Two rows of barb wire are 
stretched above the fence, which is 
one and two-fifths of a mile long. 

The Standard half-mile race track 
is completed and is already in-use. 
One race stable is completed and oc- 
cupied, and the foundations for three 
more are laid and ready for the car- 
penters. These stables are: 105 feet 
long 

The superintendent's cottage, a very 
attractive looking building, near the 
western entrance, is complete. 

Then four of the cattle stables are 
just about complete with two more in 
process of construction. These sta- 
bles are 150 feet long, by 40 feet wide, 
and are ideal cattle stables. 

Fight show horsesatables, 150 feet 

long are ready for the carpenters, 
the foundations being completed. 
Then there are also a sheep pen and 
a hog pen being built. With all these 
sheds completed there will be accom- 
modation for 360 cattle, 280 horses, 
200 sheep and 200 swine. 
+ The contract for the grand stand 
is let, and men have started to ex- 
cavate. for the foundations. The 
stand will have a capacity of 4,500 
people, with 1,700 reserved seats. 
The stand will be three hundred feet 
long by 69 wide 

The cost of the work done runs 
nearly up to $100,000, divided as fol- 
lows: Stock buildings, show. stables, 
race stables, and superintendent’s cot- 
tage, $50,000; grand stand, $25,000; 
race track, fencing, grading, under- 
brushing, putting up swings and pic- 
nic tables, fencing and building road- 
ways, has cost about $5,000. 

The work still to be done includes 
the erection of the pouttry and dog 
buildings, judges’ stands, attraction 
platforms, entrances and gates, the 
judging ring and stand, tne paddock 
and sheds, dining halls, the fire hall 
and police station, the horticultural 
and dairy buildings, the director's of- 
fice, band stances and a host of other 
little things. The total cost of this 
work will pe $35,000, with $10,000 
more for waterworks and sewers. 

There has been also a tremendous 
amount of work accomplished in the 
office of the ‘secretary. The Alberta 
Provincial Horse, Cattle. Sheep and 
Swine Breeders’ Associations have 
been formed. Grants have been ob- 
tained from the Alberta Live Stock 
Associations, the Canadian Jersey 
Caub, the Clydesdale Horse- Associa- 
tion of Canada, the Holstein Friesian 
Association of Canada, the Interna- 
tional Stock Food Company, and oth- 
ers. 

Contracts have been closed with the 
Hand people ot Hamilton for fire- 
works, and with the Al. G. Barnes 
show peopie. Five thousand prize 
lists have been printed, and 3000 dis- 
tributed The Edmonton = Futurity 
has been inaugurated for which 60 en- 
tries have already been received. 
Tickets, judges’ books, flags, entry 
forms, tags, ete. have/been ordered 
and received, race_programmes have 
been printed and distributed; and lith- 
ographs have been ordered and are 
now being printed.
